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The  lov/a  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  lovv'a  unit  of  a 
nation-Yfide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  operat- 
ing a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.    The  Division  of  Agricul- 
tural Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  lov/a  State  Department  of  Agriculture 
working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  ^'^^gri culture.    The  year  1939  marked  the  one-hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States, 

The  general  program  of  the  loi/a  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is 
to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical  nature 
and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  Iowa  and 
the  United  States, 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county,  State 
and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of  change 
in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  considerable  cost.  It 
is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Vifork  Projects  -administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report    of  work  completed  on  Official 
Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Vfork  Projects  Administration.      Official  Project 
665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables     26  and  28, 

The  loxja  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation 
of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this 
series.     Special  credit  is  given  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials  v/ho 
collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laMB.  With- 
out these  data  by  tovmships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics  would 
be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

Cedar  County,  originally'  a  part  of  old  Dubuque  Countj^,  v/as  established 
with  its  present  boundaries  on  December  21,  1837.  1/    It  had  been  a  part  of  thS 
territory  ceded  to  the  United  States  by  the  Sac  and  Fox  Indians  on  October 
21,  1832.  2/ 

The  first  xvhite  man  laioivn  to  have  located  within  Cedar  County  v^as  Colonel 
George  Davenport,  who,  in  1831,  established  a  trading  post  above  the  mouth  of 
PlOcIc  Creek,  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Cedar  River.    Pov/eshiek,  a  chief  of  the 
Fox  Indians,  had  a  village  in  that  vicinity,  and  here  Colonel  Davenport, 
carried  on  a  profitable  trade. 

David  "7.  Ualton  of  Indiana  3/  probably  made  the  first  permanent  settlement 
in  1835,     He  settled  on  a  small  stream  which  he  named  Sugar  Creek,  owing  to 
the  sugar  maples  growing  along  its  banks.     Other  men  took  up  claims  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  county  and  in  .oigust  of  1836  laid  out  the  town  of  Rochester, 
nanied  for  Rochester,  I  lew  York, 

The  town  v;as  forraally  organized  on  Hay  5,  1838,  and  nec:ied  for  the  Cedar 
River  which  in  turn  was  named  for  the  Cedar  trees  growing  along  its  banlcs,  4/ 
The  county-seat  v/as  established  at  Rochester  5/,  but  on  llarch  9,  1840  it  was 
relocated  at  a  site  near  the  geographical  center  of  the  county.     The  town  v^hich 
grew  up  on  this  site  was  named  Tipton  in  honor  of  General  John  Tipton,  United 
States  Senator  from  Indiana.  6/ 

In  1855  the  ilississippi  and  Missouri  Railroad  v.-as  built  from  Davenport 
through  the  southern  part  of  the  county.    Previous  to  this  the  county  had  voted 
aid  to  the  Lyons  and  lov/a  Central  Railroad,  but  aside  from  a  little  grading  near 
Tipton  no  other  work  was  ever  done  on  the  project,  7/ 

VJest  Branch,  the  birth-place  of  Herbert  Hoover,  President  from  1929-1933 
is  located  in  the  southwost  corner  of  the  county.    Also  in  this  vicinity  is  the 
place  where  the  Q,uakers  welcomed  John  Brovm  of  Civil  War  fame.

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Area 

Tlie  county  is  practically  24  miles  square  and  contains  570  square 
miles  8/,  or  365,800  acres.     Of  this  number  350,800  are  listed  as  farra  lands, 9/ 
There  are  17  tovmships,  many  of  which  are  irregular  in  size  and  shape.  It 
ranks  thirty-third  in  point  of  size  in  the  State,  sharing  this  place  with 
Hamilton,  Hancock  and  "./o.rren  counties. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Cedar  County  are  grouped  into  four  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  location;  namely;  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom-land. 
Drift  soils  comprise  11,3  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Carrington 
silt  loam — 10.8  percent,  Lindley  silt  loam— 0.3  percent,  and  Clyde  silty  clay 
loam — 0.2  percent.    Loess  soils  cover  81,5  percent  of  the  county  and  are 
divided  into  Iluscatine  silt  loam — 29.8  percent,  Taina  silt  loam — 26.3  percent, 
Clinton  silt  loaia — 24,2  percent,  Ijiox  fine  sand — 1,1  percent,  and  Scott  silt 
loa^'i — 0,1  percent.     Terrace  soils  cover  1,2  percent  of  the  surface,  and  are 
divided  into  Bucloier  loams — 0.7  percent,  Buclcner  fine  sand — 0.4  percent,  and 
Callioun  silt  loam — 0.1  percent.     Svfamp  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  6.0  per- 
cent of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  "/abash  loams — 5.2  percent  and  meadow — 
0,8  percent.  10/ 

Topography 

The  uplands  of  Cedar  County  are  mainly  a  broad,  loess  covered  plain,  some- 
what modified  by  erosion.     Their  surface  is  generally  undulating  to  smoothly 
rolling.     This  is  the  characteristic  topography  of  most  of  Inland,  Fairfield, 
Red  Oak  and  Springdale  toimships,  as  vrell  as  the  southern  parts  of  Gower  and 
Sugar  Creek  and  the  northwestern  part  of  Center  tovmships.    Along  the  Cedar 
Pdver  and  some  of  the  larger  streams  erosion  has  been  active.     This  rougher 
country  extends  from  one  to  two  miles  back  from  the  ctream  courses. 

The  northern  townships,  in  the  lovja  drift  plain,  have  a  succession  of 
high,  smoothly  rolling  hills  loiovm  as  pahas.    These  extend  in  a  general  north- 
west direction.    They  are  separated  by  level  to  undulating,  low  upland  areas. 
Terraces  are  developed  along  the  Cedar  River  north  of  Cedar  Bluff  and  south 
of  Rochester.    A  fev^  are  also  found  in  the  vicinity  of  Ilassillon  on  the  west 
side  of  the  V/apsipinicon  River.    They  are  very  narrovj-  and  usually  level. 
Bottom-lands  occur  along  practically  all  of  the  streams. 

The  drainage  of  the  county  is  accomplished  mainly  by  the  Cedar  River 
which  flows  in  a  southeasterly  direction  across  the  southxvestern  part  of  the 
conty.     Sugar,  Crooked,  Rock  Run  and  Clear  Creeks  drain  large  areas  in  the 
central  townships.    A  small  area  in  the  northeastern  part  is  drained  by  the 
Wapsipinicon  River  and  its  tributaries.  11/

Population 

Many  homeseekers  settled  in  this  countj^  in  the  late  1840' s  and  early  1850' s, 
A  steady  growth  was  maintained  until  the  peak  year  of  1900  when  19,371  persons 
xvere  enumerated.     Since  that  date  there  has  been  a  slov^r  but  gradual  decline  in 
population.

In  1930  the  foreign  born  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  or  mixed 
parentage  totaled  5,600,  or  33.4  percent  of  the  total  population.     Of  this 
amount ,  the  Gerraans  had  3,914  or  69.8  percent  and  the  Danes  had  417,  or  7.4 
percent.     Other  nationalties  were  represented  by  very  small  numbers,  19/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  15  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  county — 
1  elevator,  5  creameries,  4  livestock  enterprises,  1  merchandise  establishment 
and  2  petroleum  plants. 

The  13  reporting  had  1,084  members,  of  which  925  were  active,  and  3,119  per- 
sons did  business  with  the  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  business 
volume  of  $964,824  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  ^jil85,746  worth 
of  business,

Fruit 

The  largest  number  of  apple  trees  listed  in  Cedar  County  was  74,335  in  1874 
and  the  greatest  yield  was  35,910  bushels  in  1884,     In  comparison  there  were  only' 
14,095  trees  and  4,597  bushels  recorded  in  1934.     The  largest  production  of  plums, 
2.851  bushels  vra.s  listed  in  1894,  but  the  greatest  number  of  trees,  11,522  was 
recorded  in  1909,    The  year  1909  vjas  the  big  year  for  cherries,  16,043  trees  yield- 
ing 4,039  bushels.     The  jeaT  1874  v/as  the  best  for  grapes;  29,397  vines  bore 
185,876  pounds  of  grapes  that  year,  21/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'   statistical  breakdovm  for  corn  acreage  is  as  f ollovijs  : 
(1)  all  corn,   (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,    A  total  production  is  given  for  each,  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived  by 
dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  summa- 
tions of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  This  assumes  that  acre- 
age not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  vrere  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because  it  v^ras 
felt  that  farmer£3  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yield.  This 
seiDarate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the 
total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  tovmshipSc     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somev/hat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.    The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by 
toi/mship  V7ith  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown  to 
get  total  production  vail  result  in  a  too  high  figure.    The  county  siimmary  table 
figures  for  com  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on 
that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legit im^ately  be  multiplied  by  the 
acreages  shovm  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the  yield 
and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed  to  be 
equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  tomiship  yields  are,  therefore, 
consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936,

The  figures  for  1936,  1937,  1938  and  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are 
estimates  of  the  Division  of  ilgricultural  Statistics  of  the  lovia  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  State  farm 
assessors'  figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last 
four  years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  2E  and  com- 
parison with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the 
unadjusted  State  farm  assessors'  figures.
